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ELY will be at the centre of an 
economic boost for the region 
- driven by a £25 million rail 
upgrade. 

Work to ease a key rail bottleneck in 
the city could begin in 2014, it has 
been announced. 

Ministers have included work to dual 
track Ely North Junction in a £9 billion 
package of investment in Britain’s 
railways. 

The double-track scheme at Ely North 
Junction will allow half-hourly trains 
between King’s Lynn and London. 

It would also speed up passenger and 
freight services across the rest of the 
region. 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, has welcomed the 
Government’s announcement of its rail 
investment strategy for 2014-2019. 

The junction, located at Queen 
Adelaide, currently limits the frequency 
of trains which can run on the lines. 

Mr Paice said: “I am very pleased that 
despite the very challenging task we face 
in tackling the deficit that we inherited 
from the previous Government, that this 
Government has placed a priority on 
improving our transport network.

Rail junction upgrade will allow more frequent trains

“Upgrading the Ely North Junction 
will help to unlock the economic 
potential of our wider region by 
allowing more frequent trains from 
Kings Lynn, Norwich and 
Peterborough via Ely and will also 
benefit Ely itself. 

“More trains per hour travelling 
between Ely and 

Cambridge/London will be good 
news for commuters, businesses 
and tourists alike and I am delighted 
that the Government has listened to 
the case made by local MPs for this 


improvement.” 

The schemes are included in 
government spending plans for 2014 
to 2019. Health Minister and South 
Cambridgeshire MP Andrew Lansley 
and South West Norfolk MP 
Elizabeth Truss formally announced 
the East Anglian component at Ely 
station on Monday. 

Mr Lansley said work to redesign 
the junction could begin almost 
immediately. 

He said easing the bottleneck 
would enable the rest of East Anglia 
to benefit from economic growth 


and the boom in hi-tech industries 
around Cambridge. 

He said: “If you want growth in the 
economy, you have to invest in 
success. And Cambridge is a 
success.” 

Mrs Truss said now that 
government funding had been 
secured for Ely North, the priority 
would be the electrification of the 
Cambridge - Norwich line. 

Ruud Haket, managing director of 
train company Greater Anglia, said: 
“We welcome the news that Ely 
North Junction is being improved to 


pave the way for more frequent train 
services.” 

An east-west link from Oxford and 
Aylesbury to Milton Keynes could 
also be restored bringing hope of a 
rail link between Cambridge and its 
rival university city. 

Euro MPs agreed last week to 
contribute £3.5 million towards the 
cost of passing loops east of Ely. 

That will allow passenger services 
to overtake slower goods trains.

Village show

was devastated. 

He said: “Sadly we have no 
choice but to cancel. I know 
we are going to get a lot of 
stick for it but we had no 
choice. 

“The farmer says he has to 
cut the grass on the field for 
the hay and needs three clear 
days of good weather to do it 
and the wet weather means he 
has to get on with it. 

“We were expecting 4-5,000 
people and we did not want to 
disappoint them but our 
hands are tied.” 

The show was to feature 
stalls, vintage and classic 
vehicles, live bands, baby 
show and horticultural tent. 

Mr Lee said: “We hope to try 
and have the event next year. 
A lot of hard work has gone 
into this year’s event and we 
will have to start all over 
again.” He apologised for the 
cancellation and looked 
forward for support for next 
year’s event to be held on 
Saturday, luly 27,2013. 


Fatal crash prompts 
pledge on crossings 
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RAIL chiefs have pledged 
to close hundreds of rural 
level crossings after the 
death of a man whose car 
was hit by a train. 

An investigation has been 
launched following the level 
crossing accident on the King’s 
Lynn to Cambridge line between 
Littleport and Downham 
Market, in which the 64-year-old 
car driver was killed. 

It was the third collision to 
have happened on the crossing. 

The man’s vehicle was hit by a 
London-bound First Capital 
Connect (FCC) train at the 
Pleasants level crossing at about 
1.15pm last Thursday. 

It has now emerged that the 
collision is the third to have 
happened on the same crossing. 

The accident is the latest 
collision involving rural “user¬ 
operated” crossings. 

Network Rail said the crossing 
could be considered for closure. 

A spokeswoman said: “All our 


level crossings are considered for 
closure. A few months ago we 
marked the 500th level crossing 
closure in less than three years, 
removing significant levels of risk 
at these locations and improving 
safety across the network for 
everyone working or travelling 
by rail. 

“While this is good progress, 
there is much more to be done. 
We aim to close a further 250 by 
April 2014 and we will work to 
further improve other crossings 
across the network and continue 
to raise awareness of the dangers 
of misuse. 


“Closing a level crossing is not 
always an easy process, and we 
often need the support of land 
owners, local authorities and 
users. 

“Across the Anglia route, as of 
May 2012 we closed almost 40 
level crossings in the last six 
months. 

“This can be a complex 
process and often involves 
consulting local people, finding 
or creating alternative routes 
across the railway and working 
with local authorities. Across 
Anglia, we also have a footbridge 
construction programme at a 


number of footpath crossings. 

“Network Rail is committed to 
transparency and providing 
information to the public on 
level crossings and as a result we 
have put the risk assessments for 
50 crossings - the top five from 
each route - on our website, with 
more to follow. We also have a 
programme of level-crossing 
education, to help parents and 
children.” 

British Transport Police said 
the driver of the car was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 
Investigations were still trying to 
establish how the Kia Sportage 
came to be on the tracks. 

Two non-fatal collisions took 
place between trains and farm 
vehicles on the same crossing in 
the late 1980s. 

In 2006 a tractor driver died 
when a train hit his vehicle on a 
crossing at Black Horse Drove. 

Last year a train collided with 
a tractor on a farm crossing at 
Saddlebow, near King’s Lynn, 
and a camper van drove into a 
train passing through a crossing 
on the outskirts of Littleport. 
Both collisions were non-fatal.

Geese are blamed 
for riverside mess

“STOP bullying our Muscovy 
ducks” 

That’s the message from Ely 
residents who insist it is not the 
chunky red-billed birds who are 
causing problems - but in fact 
Canada geese. 

People say there are now around 
500 of the brownish-grey geese 
calling the city’s Waterside area 
home - and that their numbers are 
“spiralling out of control”. 

It comes after the Weekly News 
exclusively reported last week that 
people caught feeding ducks, geese 
and other waterfowl outside a 
designated area in Ely could be 
fined up to £2,500. 

East Cambs District Council 
officers now have the power to fine 
anyone caught feeding the city’s 
colourful waterfowl population 
anywhere other than on the water - 
but council bosses insist only 
persistent offenders would be 
punished and ‘advice’ would be 
given in the first instance. 

The council says it is trying to 
stop people feeding the birds on 
land to prevent them churning up 
and wearing the grass down. 

However, the move has been 
slammed as “ludicrous” by 
residents, who insist families and

tourists should be able to feed the 
city’s swans, geese and controversial 
Muscovy ducks where they wish. 

But now residents say they are 
sick of the Muscovies being blamed 
for making a mess and insist it is the 
Canada geese that are making the 
Riverside area a state. 

Rowan Newton, from Ely, said: 
“I’m sick of people whinging about 
our Muscovy ducks. 

“They have been in Ely for years 
and are part of the city. Not only do 
most residents love them but so do 
tourists, and we should be proud to 
have them here. 

“It is not them that are making 
the mess anyway. It is the Canada 
geese. 

“There has been a significant rise 
in the number of Canada geese in

Ely in the last few years and I do 
believe there are too many now 

“They are making the Riverside 
area a state - not the ducks.” 

Heather Clark, from Ely, says the 
city’s Canada goose population is 
“spiralling out of control”. 

She said: “People need to stop 
bullying our Muscovy ducks and 
realise that it is the Canada geese 
which are the problem. 

“The ducks make hardly any 
mess at all and are very relaxed in 
nature. 

“The number of Canada geese is 
spiralling out of control, hence the 
amount of faeces in the Riverside 
area. They’re also quite aggressive at 
times. The council needs to sort the 
geese out - not the ducks.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
have received a number of 
complaints about the mess that 
wildfowl leave on the Riverside. 

“It is likely that a number of those 
complaints relate to Canada geese.” 
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College lands

Outcry as group 
votes on bypass 


ELY’S iconic cathedral views 
will be “ruined” after 
controversial plans for a 
bypass moved a step closer. 

And campaigners also say the 
decision to go with route B by 
county councillors “flies in the 
face” of Government advice. 

Five routes were considered for a 
southern bypass in the city to cut 
congestion at Ely’s railway crossing 
and Angel Drove area. 

The study concluded £28 million 
option B, to cross south of Ely 
station and over the River Great 
Ouse and the rail lines on to 
Stuntney Causeway would do the 
job best job. 

Another option, route D, which 
proposed improving the railway 
crossing underpass, building HGV 
queuing lanes and creating HGV 
stacking areas for £23 million, 
would not be as cost effective, the 
report said. 

Last Thursday, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s enterprise, 
growth and community 
infrastructure overview and 
scrutiny committee voted for route 
B. But some residents and 
organisations, including English 
Heritage, fear it could ruin views of 
the cathedral and damage the 
countryside. 

The committee decided by a 
majority of 6-5 to recommend 
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route B to cabinet. 

John Maddison of Ely Crossing 
Action quoted the ministerial 
guidance in the recently published 
National Planning Policy 
Framework to councillors at the 
meeting. 

He said: “When considering the 
impact of a proposed development 
on the significance of a designated 
heritage asset, great weight should 
be given to the asset’s conservation. 

“The more important the asset, 
the greater the weight should be. 
Significance can be harmed or lost 
through alteration or destruction of 
the heritage asset or development 
within its setting.” 

The group claims the proposal 
“ignores this explicit ministerial 
guidance”. 

A spokesman added: “It is also 
impossible to reconcile with the 
Setting Study and Impact 
Assessment in the council’s own 
submission. This contradiction 
reveals a systemic failure in the 
county council’s case that will 
unravel their proposal at the public 
inquiry 

“The county cannot demon¬ 
strate that there are no viable 
alternatives to route B. Indeed, 
even their documents make clear 


that alterations to the existing 
underpass or an alternative bypass 
scheme - route D - are both viable 
and less damaging visually. 

“Ely Crossing Action is willing to 
work with the county council on a 
scheme that solves the 
infrastructure problem and delivers 
an exciting station gateway 
development without damaging 
the setting of the river and the 
cathedral. 

“But the county council’s present 
proposal is just not good enough 
for Ely.” 

In a recent public consultation, 
86 per cent of people voted for the 
preferred route. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
said: “The members of the 
committee rigorously questioned 
the cabinet member and officers 
regarding the various options 
which were outlined by the 
assessment report. They then took 
a vote which was passed by six 
votes to five in favour of 
recommending route B to cabinet. 

“They also made a number of 
points which they asked officers to 
investigate ahead of the cabinet 
meeting. These included: further 
work on the impact of traffic on 
surrounding villages and the wider 
county road network and that the 
council should continue to seek the 
formal views of English Heritage.”

Report biased to 
favour bypass 

Sir, I have serious concerns about 
the conclusions of the Ely Crossing 
Options Appraisal. The case for the 
bypass has been artificially boosted 
and the case for the underpass 
artificially weakened. 

There are still no pictures giving a 
true vision of the real impact of the 
bypass on the historic views of Ely 
Cathedral. There are, however, good 
illustrations of the underpass which 
reveal how the cost of this solution 
may have inexplicably risen from 
£15 million to £30.8 million. It shows 
huge swathes of associated curtain 
walls in the underpass approaches, 
most of which are unnecessary and, 
while increasing costs, work against 
it in the assessment on visual 
grounds. 

The underpass actually wins on all 
environmental and landscape 
objectives but these are largely not 
counted for cost benefit purposes. A 
major criticism in the report is that 
the accessibility of the station from 
Ely centre isn’t addressed by the 
underpass. However, a new foot and 
cycle bridge entrance to the station 
car park over the road, utilising the 
redundant level crossing approach, 
would solve this. This was omitted. 
The plans for the bypass have been 
changed to leave the underpass 
open to traffic, therefore avoiding 
the increased journey times that 
would result from this detour for the 
large volume of traffic heading to Ely 
centre or the station. The extra cost 
of which would have ruined the 
economic case for the bypass. 
However, they want their cake and to 
eat it too, as the case for the bypass is 
then bolstered by the claim of its 


being able to meet strategic planning 
objectives by closure of the 
underpass in the future. 

If the bypass solution were chosen 
on the basis of this report, 
particularly if the underpass was 
subsequently closed, then the 


bypass would have been built under 
false pretences. The report doesn’t 
stand up to any close scrutiny and 
will be found wanting at the 
inevitable public inquiry that will be 
held if a bypass is the chosen option.

Hard to label 
low-wage folk 

Sir, I write having read headlines 
recently regarding the rising costs of 
bed and breakfast accommodation 
for the homeless, which are affecting 


ECDC finances. 

Some local letting agents are not 
renewing tenancies for those in 
receipt of housing benefit. This 
seems to be in anticipation of cuts to 
benefits that will make it harder for 
tenants to meet their commitments. 
Thus Conservative/Liberal 
Democrat cuts at National level are 
raising costs at local level, both 
financially, but also and more 
importantly in terms of family 
stability. 

The increasing demonization of 
‘feckless scroungers’ in receipt of 
housing benefit is not supported by 
analysis of the facts, which for East 
Cambridgeshire make for interesting 
reading. 

More than half - 2,819 - of all 
claimants are pensioners who will 
not be affected by benefit changes. 
Of the remaining 2,376 claimants 
42.5% do not receive any other 
benefits and are in low-waged 
employment. 

There are only 26.24% of housing 
benefit claimants that are 
unemployed many of whom, I am 
sure, are actively seeking work. 

It seems very unfair to label hard 
working low-waged families as 
undeserving and similarly those 
trying hard to find work in difficult 
times. 

The number of claimants making a 
‘lifestyle choice’ must be in the 
single percentage figures. 

Strangely, the support being 
withdrawn for the low waged is likely 
to drive more people into the welfare 
trap, where it becomes uneconomic 
to work. 

I wonder if we could have a response 
from local party leaders, who, after 
all, are part of National party 
machinery. 

How do they propose to cover the 
ever increasing emergency 
accommodation bill that could 
easily have been anticipated from 
the changes that are being 
introduced at Westminster? 

I wonder how the long-term costs 
associated with disruption to 
education and family bonds are 
factored into these ‘savings’, and if it 
is time to put affordable housing for 
local people before other more 
eyecatching local priorities.

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Father was killed crossing road 


A KEEN sportsman and 
father-of-two had been 
drinking alcohol before 
he was killed while 
walking along a busy 
road. 

James Burns had been 
walking home from an 
Ely pub when he was hit 
by three cars on the 
A142 Witchford Road, 
Ely, in the early hours of 
October 16 last year. 

An inquest into the 
death of the popular 43- 
year-old, known as Jim 
or Jamie, was held last 
Wednesday. 

Mr Burns lived in 
Main Street, Witchford 
with his wife and two

young children. 

The inquest heard 
how Mr Burns, a keen 
footballer, golfer, rugby 


player, badminton 
player and fisherman, 
had been out with 
friends at the West End 
pub in Ely the previous 
evening following a golf 
tournament. 

Mr Burns’s friend, 
Stuart Marsh, who had 
been at the pub with 
him, said Mr Burns 
planned to get a taxi 
home and was “slightly 
slurring” but was 
“steady on his feet”. 

However, instead of 
getting a taxi Mr Burns 
walked home, which he 
had done before. 

It is believed he was 
about to cross the A142 


when he was hit by 
three cars. 

Tests showed alcohol 
in his system, the 
inquest heard. 

All three motorists 
involved gave evidence 
at the inquest and 
described how Mr Burns 
“appeared out of 
nowhere”. 

All three vehicles were 
travelling below the 
speed limit and had no 
faults, examinations 
proved. 

William Morris, 
coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death.

Groups unite 
for foodbank 


AN INCREASE in struggling 
families in Ely means plans for a 
city foodbank have moved a step 
closer. 

More that 100 people from churches, 
supermarkets, stores and businesses in 
the city came together last Thursday to 
move towards creating the service. 

Poverty is on the rise in the Ely area, 
according to local churches, and they are 
considering setting up a food bank to 
give struggling families help. 

Karl Relton, chairman of the foodbank 
formation committee and a minister at 
the Countess Free Church, said: “It was 
incredible to see so many people 
wanting to get involved and offering to 
help. We had 100 people plus there from 
staff at supermarkets to church members 
and businesses. 

“From the warm fuzzy feeling in the 
room, I think we will be able to make it 
happen. 

“We are looking at the feedback forms 
and creating a list of people who can

volunteer some of their time and will 
also be asking traders, groups or 
individuals if they have storage space for 
the food. 

“We have definitely seen an increase in 
families who are struggling and will use 
this service.” 

The Countess Free Church is part of 
Churches Together in Ely which have 
teamed up to establish the foodbank. 

The public launch meeting at St Mary’s 
lunior School, High Barns, established 
the biggest need is for a suitable secure, 
dry storage location where food can be 
stored and made up into parcels. 

Volunteers for key roles such as 
managing volunteers are also sought. 

The service will be there for anyone in 
short-term crisis due to unexpected 
unemployment, benefit delay, debt or 
sickness. 


Bid to launch village buses 


EFFORTS are being made 
to introduce a weekly bus 
service from Waterbeach 
and Landbeach into Ely. 

It comes after Stage¬ 
coach stopped the 
number 9 service from 
calling in at both villages 
last month. 

Hundreds of residents 
signed a petition 
opposing the changes, 
insisting it would make it 
difficult for them to get to 
Ely and back to do their 
errands. However, their 


pleas were ignored. 

Now Waterbeach-based 
councillor, Maurice 
Leeke, is in talks with 
other bus companies 
about possibly running a 
weekly bus service from 
the villages to Ely every 
Thursday. 

Cllr Leeke said: “The 
idea is for the bus to leave 
at some time after 9.30am 
so that pensioners would 
be able to use their bus 
passes, then give 
passengers a couple of 


hours in Ely to do their 
shopping and other 
errands before the return 
journey. 

“The intention would 
be for this service to be 
self-supporting but it may 
be necessary for it be 
supported financially for 
a few months to prove 
that it is viable.” 

Stagecoach insisted the 
changes had to be made 
as not enough people 
were using the service 
from the villages into Ely.

Park and ride 
‘need is great’ 


THE need for a park 
and ride service in Ely 
is now “greater than 
ever”. 

That’s the message from 
residents who are urging 
East Cambs District Council 
to bring back the city’s 
Saturday park and ride 
system. 

People insist the service 
should be reinstated on a 
Saturday, and that it should 
run on a Thursday - Ely’s 
busy market day 

The district council, 
which axed the service last 
year, said it was costing too 
much - around £19,000 a 
year - and that it was 
underused. 

But frustrated families 
insist the only reason the 
service was underused was 
because it was “poorly 
advertised” and because it 
only operated out of one 
location - at Ely College. 

Mum-of-two Rosie 
Pickett, from Haddenham, 
said: “The need for a park 
and ride service in Ely is 
now greater than ever. 

“I used to use the service 
with my children most 
Saturdays. It was so easy - 
instead of spending ages 
trying to find a parking 
space, paying for parking 
and being limited to a 
certain time in a car park, 
we’d park in Downham 
Road and hop on the bus.

“The only reason it was 
underused was because it 
was poorly advertised and 
was not signposted well 
enough. 

“Ely is growing, 
congestion is worsening 
and the car parks are 
constantly full. If the council 
brought back the service, 
operated it from more than 
one location and made sure 
everyone in East Cambs 
knew about it, it would 
solve a whole lot of issues, 
as well as boost trade.” 

Carl Ashman, of Main 
Street, Little Downham, 
believes the park and ride 
service should be available 
on Thursdays and 
Saturdays. 

He said: “Traffic problems 
in Ely are worse than ever 
before, yet the council went 
and did away with the park 
and ride service. 

“It needs reinstating as 
soon as possible. Even if it 
didn’t run everyday, it 
should at least be in place 
on Thursdays and Saturdays 
when Ely is at its busiest. 

“People like me, who live 
on the outskirts of Ely, are 
tempted to just go to Tesco 
or Sainsbury’s instead of 
popping into town as we 
don’t then have to find a 
parking space or sit in 


queues. 

“I can guarantee that if 
the park and ride service 
was well publicised and 
promoted, and if shops 
were also encouraged to 
promote it, it would not 
only reduce congestion but 
boost trade for the 
independents.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes: “The 
park and ride service in Ely 
cost council tax payers 
around £19,000 and was 
unfortunately under used. 

“It was a very difficult 
decision for members to 
make but we decided not to 
renew the service. 

“However a new bus 
service was launched in 
February funded by 
developer contributions 
which comprises of two 
orbital routes linking the 
housing estates on the 
outskirts of Ely with the city 
centre and the new 
Sainsbury store. 

“The route was devised so 
it reached as many people 
as possible to help them get 
into the city centre, to the 
riverside and Lisle Lane. 

“We believe this regular, 
daily service is part of our 
plans to develop a better 
transport infrastructure 
throughout the whole of 
Ely.”

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Village In plea to drivers 

Residents urge motorists to observe 30mph limit to keep local roads safe 


FRUSTRATED residents are 
pleading to motorists to slow 
down as they drive through their 
village. 

Families in Wicken say people’s lives 
are being put at risk by “ignorant” 
drivers breaking the village’s 30mph 
speed limit. 

They are calling for motorists to 
“think about their actions” - and are 
urging police to take the issue seriously. 

Hannah Lymer, a mum-of-two who 


lives in the High Street, says speeding is 
a big issue in Wicken. 

She said: “We’re all sick of it. The 
entire village is subject to a 30mph 
speed limit but very few drivers, except 
the majority of people who live here, 
stick to it. 

“Ignorant drivers just see Wicken as a 
cut through from Stretham to Soham 
and put their foot down. I’ve witnessed 
people travelling at around 60mph at 
times. 


“We can’t tolerate it any longer. If this 
continues someone is going to get 
seriously hurt or even killed. Drivers 
need to think about their actions and 
consider the consequences. 

“I also believe the police need to do 
more to stop it. I’m not sure how they 
could do that but currently people are 
just getting away with speeding.” 

A villager has also raised the issue on 
the community website, Shape- 
YourPlace. 


The woman said: “Wicken has a 
30mph speed limit but people don’t 
seem to care. People try to overtake on 
dangerous bends and with oncoming 
traffic when other motorists stick to the 
limit. 

“The village has a number of horse 
riders whose lives are put at risk, not 
only them but children who go for the 
school bus. Please - speed kills, reduce 
your speed while travelling in our 
beautiful village.” 


Adoption 

shake-up 

welcomed 

MP Jim Paice has backed 
bold new plans designed to 
speed up the adoption 
system. 

The Government ann¬ 
ouncement, which comes 
as the latest official figures 
show that there were 470 
children in Cambridgeshire 
who were in the care system 
last year, is designed to 
radically reduce the time it 
takes for a baby to move in 
with their permanent 
family. 

Under the plans, local 
authorities will be obliged 
to consider placing children 
with carers who have the 
potential to become their 
adoptive parents, rather 
than in temporary homes, 
meaning more babies will 
be moved into permanent 
homes more quickly. 

Mr Paice, South East 
Cambs’ MP, said: “It is 
absolutely vital to do all we 
can to help the hundreds of 
children in Cambridgeshire 
who don’t so that they can 
find one as soon as possible. 

“David Cameron’s ann¬ 
ouncement last year that we 
would radically alter the 
adoption system was 
universally welcomed, and 
I'm delighted with the 
progress that has been 
made by the Government 
already.”

A SCOUT from Ely who 
helped to improve the lives 
of poverty-stricken families 
in Africa has been nomin¬ 
ated for a prestigious award.

He said: “I managed to disturb a

scorpion when I was digging one of 
the holes. The Gambian Scouts took 
care of it.” 

Chris, an apprentice engineer, 
said that what affected him most 
was the friendliness of the people 
and the beautiful scenery. 

He spent some time drawing a 
massive baobab tree, which went 
down a treat with the local children. 

He said: “I enjoyed it that much 
that I plan to go back. 

“The moment that I shall always 
remember is when I told the women 
of the village that they would be able 
to turn on a tap to access the water 
via the solar pump. 

“They were so happy that they 
were leaping around, singing and 


blessing us over this, something that 
we take for granted back home.” 

South East Cambridgeshire MP 
James Paice said: “All too often the 
negative actions of a small 
percentage of young people grab all 
the headlines in the media, and so it 
is vital that we right this balance and 
recognise the fantastic contribution 
that so many of our young people 
make to our community.

Learn how a pet nose to spot drugs 

DOGS can put their noses to good use 
at sniffing workshops in Ely. 

Sally Talbot, 32, of Larkfield Road, 
is a dog trainer at Ely and District Dog 
Training Club and is offering classes 
for dogs to learn techniques used by 
Customs to sniff out drug smugglers. 

However, the only substances 
being sniffed in Ely are catnip and 
oregano. 

Sally became accredited after 
taking classes for fun with her 
beagles Harry, 7, and Merlin, 2. 

She said: “It’s opened up my eyes 
to what dogs can do.” 

There are six dogs per class but 
each dog works individually. The idea 
is to increase the bond between dogs 
and their owners, and stimulate the 
animals’ mental agility 
Classes take place weekly at The 
Forum, Barton Road, and cost £8 an 
hour.

Cuts to police dog 
team ‘will risk lives’

POLICE dogs will be “shat¬ 
tered” after being stuck in 
vans too long under plans 
for a regional force to save 
money, according to rank- 
and-file officers. 

They also say that armed police 
officers’ lives could be at risk and 
criminals may escape under the 
plans to combine the sniffer dog 
teams of Cambridgeshire, 
Hertfordshire and Bedfordshire 
police. 

The proposal was approved at a 
meeting of the Bedfordshire 
Police Authority, which acted 
following a report supporting the 
plans for collaboration between 
Cambridgeshire’s dog handling 
unit and its counterparts in Bed¬ 
fordshire and Hertfordshire, 
which have already been 
combined. 


But Hertfordshire and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police Federation 
leaders fear the dogs will be too 
tired to carry out their tasks if 
they are required to travel great 
distances across the three 
counties. 

Neal Alston, chairman of the 
Hertfordshire federation, said a 
proposal to create the merged 
unit would see a reduction in 
handlers from 44 to 24, while the 
number of dogs would fall from 
74 to 24. 

Mr Alston said Cambridgeshire 
was a large geographic area and 
having just one unit between the 
three forces could lengthen 
journey times. 

“If the dogs have to travel from 
Wisbech to Watford on an emer¬ 
gency call, they won’t be in any 
state to do their jobs and by that 
time the trail would have gone 


cold and the villain may have fled 
or the missing person not found,” 
he said. 

“Armed police units also use 
dogs to go into a dangerous 
situation first and if they don’t 
have them it will put officers’ lives 
at risk. 

“If they travel far, they’re going 
to be shattered before they get to 
the job.” 

Shaun Ryan, chairman of the 
Cambridgeshire federation, said: 
“My worry is that officers won’t 
even bother calling in dogs 
because they’ll think they won’t 
get them.” 

Cllr Tariq Sadiq, Labour group 
leader on the county council, 
said: “Quite apart from concern 
about the welfare of the animals, 
by the time they get to the crime 
scene the suspects will have long 
gone.”

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Sister among blood brothers 


Singing sibling Maureen Nolan is currently starring as Mrs Johnstone 
in Blood Brothers - a role performed by three of her sisters before 
her. She talks nature and nurture with JENNIFER SHELTON 



T HE Nolan sisters seem to 
do everything together. Not 
only have they been 
singing as a group for more years 
than they’d probably care to 
remember, the girls from Dublin 
have now simultaneously caught 
the acting bug. 

Willy Russell’s Blood Brothers, for 
example, has seen four of the sisters take 
on the character of Mrs Johnstone in the 
last decade, and is currently touring the 
country with Maureen taking her turn in 
the role. 

Known as ‘the pretty Nolan’ (or ‘the 
shy one’, as she would have it), 58-year- 
old Maureen - named after her mother - 
is softly-spoken, referring to her sisters 
and her own growing family (she has one 
son and two granddaughters) with great 
affection. 

Seeing her sisters perform before her 
has certainly helped her with her latest 
part, and it was while watching Blood 
Brothers with her sister Bernie, Maureen 
tells me, that she first fell in love with the 
play. 

“Last week we were in Manchester and 
the first time I saw it was there, at the 
Opera House, with Bernie. That was in 
about 2000, and I absolutely fell in love 
with it and proceeded to see it another 18 
times! 

“It’s just my favourite, favourite play. I 
love the story. Willy Russell’s writing is 
amazing, and he really makes you love the 
boys. He draws you in so you’re laughing 
all the way through. And it makes it all the 
more powerful at the end.” 

How did she feel about filling her 
sisters’ shoes? 

“Bernie was in it, then Linda and 


Denise, so I suppose initially there was a 
little bit of extra pressure, and we do have 
a bit of gentle rivalry, but they’ve all seen 
me and we’re all very supportive of each 
other. 

“It’s directed and produced in the same 
way, so all you can do is bring your own 
slant to it,” she adds. Asked what that 
slant may be, she replies: “When Bernie 
first did it, she wasn’t a mother at the 
time, and Linda and Denise have no 
children, so I think maybe I bring more of 
a maternal feel to it, having my own son.” 

Maureen first landed the role in the 
West End in 2005 and returned to it in 
2007, but is enjoying taking the show on 
tour - with Cambridge a particular 
highlight. 

She says: “Cambridge is my favourite 
place, I absolutely love it. I’ve been there 
a few times before and I’m looking 
forward to spending some more time 
there. I know you probably take it for 
granted, living there, but I think it’s such a 
fantastic place.” 

In 2009, Maureen, Bernie, Linda and 
Coleen hit the road once again with their 
reunion tour, which took in Cambridge 
Corn Exchange. 

“It was the most fun I think we’ve ever 
had,” she says. “It was just amazing - 
pure cheese, camp fun! And the reaction 
we got from the public was just fantastic, 
I’m so grateful. 

“While I’m very happy with what I’m 
doing at the moment, and I wouldn’t go 
back to doing the circuit full-time, it was 
just a great chance to get out there again 
with the girls,” she smiles. “We might be 
doing it again next year as a kind of final 
farewell.” 

Though the tour did prove a hit, it also 
sparked some tension between the sisters, 


with Anne, the eldest, claiming she was 
excluded. Denise, also a long-serving 
member of the group, was also absent. 

Maureen seems to emerge as the 
peacemaker, however, being the only one 
to respond when the two older sisters 
offered an olive branch to the younger 
four. And she’s keen to focus on the good 


times they had together. 

Born to musical parents, it was 
probably inevitable that at least some of 
the family would take up the showbiz 
mantle, and Maureen certainly caught the 
bug. 

“In school when I was bored I’d be 
singing songs under my breath,” she 


recalls. “My parents were both singers so 
they used to take us around with them 
from when I was about 9. 

Was she aware of having a different 
childhood to others? “It was nice to be 
different, but of course when you’re a 
teenager you just want to be the same as 
everyone.” 

As a family, ‘The Singing Nolans’ 
performed across the northern club 
circuit, having moved from Dublin to 
Blackpool in 1962. In 1974 the girls 
branched out as The Nolan Sisters, 
making regular TV appearances. Then, in 
1975, they joined their hero Frank Sinatra 
on tour. 

“That was probably one of the 
highlights of our career,” beams Maureen. 
“We were brought up on his music - my 
family were mad music fans, but being 
such a big family we couldn’t always 
afford tickets for concerts. So to get the 
European tour in 1975 was just a dream 
come true.” 

Was she nervous about meeting him? 

“Very! He used to come up to us during 
sound checks, and we’d watch him in his, 
and he’d say, ‘Well, of course you girls are 
a bit young to remember these songs’, but 
we weren’t! Our dad was really into him 
because he was a crooner too. I remember 
wanting to go up to him but because I had 
so many questions to ask I ended up 
asking nothing!” 

Describing herself as shy, Maureen 
admits she never imagined making the 
move from singing to theatre. 

“I was very shy all the way through our 
career. When some of my sisters went 
into acting people would say, ‘Ooh, you’ll 
be next! ’ but I couldn’t see it. So I’m 
always amazed when I’m out there doing 
it.

T HIS year’s Cambridge

DIRECTOR Christopher Nolan 
completes his dark and brooding 
trilogy based on the caped 
crimefighter in suitably grandiose 
fashion, delivering not only the 
longest film in the series but also the 
most brutal, violent and satisfying. 

Replete with more than an hour of 
footage shot on I MAX cameras to 
enhance picture quality and truly 
immerse the audience in the pulse- 
quickening action, The Dark Knight 
Rises ends Nolan’s tenure on a high. 

It is eight years since Batman 
falsely assumed responsibility for the 
death of district attorney Harvey Dent 
(Aaron Eckhart) in order to bring the 
anti-crime legislation into effect and 
crush Gotham’s criminal fraternity. 

The caped crusader is a fading 
memory and crippled billionaire 
Bruce Wayne (Christian Bale) has 
become a virtual recluse, holed up in 
his manor with trusty butler Alfred 
(Sir Michael Caine). 

But an encounter with wily cat 
burglar Selina Kyle (Anne Hathaway) 
draws Bruce into the orbit of hulking 
terrorist Bane (Tom Hardy), who 
intends to destroy Gotham and its 
money-oriented denizens. 

A dastardly plot unfolds but Bruce 
is physically and mentally unable to 
stop gangs of gun-toting mercenaries 
from overwhelming Commissioner 


Gordon (Gary Oldman) and the 
Gotham police force, including 
idealistic officer John Blake (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt). 

As Bane’s uprising gathers 
momentum, Bruce turns to technical 
genius Lucius Fox (Morgan Freeman) 
and loyal board member Miranda 
Tate (Marion Cotillard) to protect his 
beloved Wayne Enterprises. Alas, 
money can only go so far and Bruce 
must don his cowl one final time, 
putting his life on the line to save the 
residents of Gotham, who had 
previously turned their backs on him. 

It’s to his credit that Nolan resisted 
the urge to jump on the 3D 
bandwagon for Batman’s swansong. 
Certainly, the breathlessly 
orchestrated action sequences, 
including the spectacular opening 


aboard a huge C-130 Hercules 
transport plane, would draw bigger 
gasps in the eye-popping format. 

However, Nolan has always 
focused on the characters and their 
twisted psychologies, and he puts all 
of them and us through the emotional 
wringer in this final chapter, co¬ 
written by his brother Jonathan. 

Christian Bale brings typical 
intensity to the title role and the 
tender bond with Sir Michael Caine’ 
lackey continues to tug heartstrings. 

Thankfully, Tom Hardy’s electronic 
vocals have been improved since the 
early trailers for the film so his 
masked villain is largely intelligible 
while Anne Hathaway slinks away 
from Michelle Pfeiffer's memorable 
portrayal of Catwoman but still purrs 
some choice one-liners.

Slugging it 


out with the enemy 


T HERE’S no doubt about 
it - slugs and snails are 
having a field day 
thanks to all the rain we’ve 
had, eating bedding plants, 
chomping on vegetables and 
munching their way through 
gardens nationwide. 

The more vigilant among us have 
been doing morning and evening 
patrols, picking off the slippery 
suckers before they wreak havoc with 
our prized plants and suitably 
disposing of them. 

As slugs and snails are particularly 
rampant in my area, I have resorted to 
putting young leafy plants, which 
these pests love, in pots and either 
placing the pots on metal stands 
which slugs have trouble in climbing, 
or putting copper strips around the 
pots to deter them. 

The copper contains a minute 
electrical charge to deter the slug or 
snail. But even these have limited 
effectiveness and some still manage 
to reach the plants. 

“Slugs and snails are likely to be 
breeding more successfully this year,” 
says Andrew Salisbury, senior 
entomologist with the RHS. 

“They will take advantage of any 
warm, wet weather to breed and often 
you find slug and snail eggs in damp 
and sheltered situations. 

“The eggs are in groups a few 
millimetres across, spherical in shape 
and opaque white and you will need 
to dispose of them.” 

Don’t throw slugs and snails over 
the neighbour's fence or into your 
garden refuse trug, he advises, 


from mail order biological control 
suppliers and come as a powder 
which dilutes into water. The 
nematodes penetrate the slugs’ body 
and release bacteria to kill the slugs, 
and should last around six weeks. 

Beer traps and copper tapes around 
pots may help to some extent, but 
they won't eliminate the problem. 

“You will never totally eliminate 
slug and snail damage in weather like 
this,” he concludes, “but you can try 
to reduce the risk.” 

Encourage predators such as 
hedgehogs, frogs and toads into your 
garden by leaving a patch of wild area 
or installing a pond. 

You can also encourage snail-eating 
birds such as thrushes into your 
garden by planting shrubs and trees 
which bear berries and create a 
nesting area. 

Some slugs spend a lot of their 
time below soil level, feeding on 
bulbs, tubers including potatoes and 
roots. Snails are much less active in 
winter, but slugs will feed whatever 
the weather. 

You could also plant sacrificial 
crops such as lettuce, which slugs 
love, to distract them from the crops 
you really value. 

If you don’t want an endless battle 
with these slimy creatures, the best 
solution is to plant species which they 
don’t like, such as hardy cranesbill 
geraniums, hydrangea, pinks, hebes, 
potentilla, lavatera and plants with 
hairy or narrow leaves, or succulent 
types such as sedum.

because they will just escape and 
return to your plants. 

The only way to get rid of them 
effectively (the squeamish perhaps 
shouldn’t read on) is to do it with a 
pair of secateurs or plop them into a 
bag and bin them. 

“I’ve seen figures that there are 
15,000 slugs a year in an average 
garden,” he adds. That’s a lot of 
secateur work. 

They will travel great distances for 
a tasty morsel. Salisbury has seen 
evidence of slug damage on really tall 
clematis and on magnolia flowers - 
they will go up and down a tree in a 
night, he says. 

Even now, the most effective 
method of reducing these slimy pests 
is to use slug pellets, he says. 

There are many types on the 
market, some of which are organic, 
but you’ll need to re-apply them 
regularly in rainy weather, when they 
will break down quickly. 

Alternatively, invest in a nematode 
biological control, a parasitic worm 
which works its way into the soil and 
will kill slugs underground, but may 
not be so effective on snails which 
tend to remain on the surface.

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Tips for 
driving 
in heavy 
rainfall 

ROAD safety charity the 1AM is 
offering motorists advice on driving in 
heavy rain, following the Met Office 
issuing amber warnings of torrential 
rain over the coming days. 

1AM chief examiner Peter Rodger 
said: “A suddenly very wet road 
surface increases the chances of 
slipping when braking or steering, 
which is a problem not just for 
motorists, but cyclists and 

motorcyclists too. 

“When driving in wet conditions 
remember that stopping distances will 
increase, and visibility will be 
reduced. Drop your speed and give 
yourself more time to slow down.” 

In cases of severe flooding, you 
should reconsider making the journey 
at all. If it is unavoidable, and you 
have to drive through deep water, the 
1AM recommends drivers take the 

following precautions: 

■ Drive on the highest section of the 
road and don’t set off if a vehicle is 
approaching you 

■ Leave time and space to avoid 
swamping other cars and pedestrians 

■ Drive slowly and keep going once 
you have started - make sure you 
have a clear run. In a manual car, 
keep the revs high by “slipping the 
clutch” (which means the clutch is 

not fully engaged) all the time you are 
in the water 

■ If you can’t see where you are 
going to come out of the water, such 
as when approaching flooding on a 
bend, think twice about starting to 
drive into it 

■ In deep water never take your foot 
off the accelerator, as this could allow 
water to travel up the exhaust pipe 

■ Once you’re out of the water, dry 

the brakes before you need them. The 
best way is to lightly apply the brake 
as you drive along for a few seconds, 
after checking nothing is following 
you too closely. 

To help you stay safe the 1AM has a 
new site, www.drivingadvice.org.uk, 
with traffic updates, weather fore¬ 
casts, and driving tips, including 
driving abroad, coping with Olympic 
congestion, and loading the car. 


Getting In a Twizy? No worries! 



The car of the future? The Renault Twizy is certainly different! 


WALKING out into the 
car park to take a look 
at one of the 
latest electric cars on 
the market I'm struck 
by how small the 
vehicle is - taking up a 
third of a parking 
space, writes Rachel 
Allen. 

I feel vulnerable at the 
thought of driving such a tiny 
car - even smaller than a 
Smart car - on busy roads, 
however as soon as I get in 
my fears are laid to rest as it 
somehow feels larger sat in 
the driver’s seat. 

At first glance you would 
never believe it was a two- 
seater, with a tandem 
arrangement. 

Clearly it is restricted to 
one main purpose and that is 
getting about town - or the 
city in my case - perfect for 
someone living and working 
or commuting in Cambridge. 
I certainly wouldn’t take it on 
the A14, which proved a bit 
of a logistical nightmare for 
me getting from Milton to 
Cherry Hinton. 

However actually driving 
the electric vehicle proved a 
delight - it was a smooth 
ride, for me at least, as my 
passengers seemed to be on 


the receiving end of any 
uncomfortable bumps and 
potholes. 

The Twizy can comfortably 
get up to 50 miles per hour 
and has a range of 60 miles. It 
is also relatively easy to 
charge - taking just three and 
a half hours from empty - 
and has a regular plug like 
any household appliance. I 
had to charge it at work as I 
live in a block of flats but The 
Grafton and Queen Anne car 
parks both have electric car 
charging points, which I 
could have used. Despite not 
having power steering I soon 
adapted, paying extra care at 
roundabouts and parking. 
Rear vision was also limited, 
however I don’t think it 
hindered my driving in any 
way as I used the wing 
mirrors. One thing I 
struggled to comprehend 
prior to taking the car out for 
a spin was the doors - what 
there is of them - as they are 
designed without windows. 

The car’s designers want 
drivers to feel at one with 
nature while whizzing 
around and take in city life - 
this turned out to be quite 
exhilarating until a heavy 
downpour when I had to 
mop the seats before getting 
in. It’s definitely the model 
for extroverts who like to 


make a statement - I found 
this out within seconds of 
driving onto a main road. 
Drivers, cyclists and 
pedestrians would stare and 
sometimes even stop what 
they were doing to look as I 
drove by. I basked in the 
attention for the first hour or 
two: however, afterwards I 
pined for the anonymity that 
comes with driving a 
burgundy Vauxhall Astra. The 
Twizy seems to be a bit like 
Marmite in that passers-by 
were keen to tell me whether 
they loved it or hated it! 

I found the more I drove it 
the more I fell in love with its 
simplicity, though I imagine 
the honeymoon period 
would have worn off after a 


few months or even weeks. I 
loved the little details about 
the vehicle including how it 
felt driving off from traffic 
lights or a parking space - so 
smooth, and it picked up 
speed instantly. The doors 
were also a hit for me, 
making me feel as though I 
was in my very own micro 
sports car as well as the noise 
the indicators made which 
sounded like a small bird 
tweeting away in the car. 
However the deal 
breakers for me were some of 
the basics really - lack of 
storage and security. 
Speaking as someone who 
loves to shop I think I may 
eventually struggle with the 
lack of storage space in this 


car - with two small glove 
compartments on the dash 
board and a compact area 
behind the passenger seat, 
which I managed to fit one 
bag of food shopping in. 

The other worry for me 
was that if I were to spend 
around £7,000 on this car I’d 
be concerned about leaving 
it anywhere that was not a 
secure garage as people can 
just reach into the vehicle 
and tamper with it or even 
open the doors and sit 
inside. 

Otherwise, the Renault 
Twizy is certainly a car of the 
future and is fun but possibly 
a little impractical - though I 
think it holds promise for the 
electric vehicle sector.

Goldie joy 
as record 
Is broken 


GOLDIE Sayers was singing in 
the rain after the Aviva London 
Grand Prix at the weekend. 

The former King’s School, Ely 
pupil improved her own British 
record in the javelin to claim a 
bonus of $5,000 and an early 
present ahead of what was her 
30th birthday on Monday. 

Sayers threw 66.17m in the 
first round to better her previous 
best of 65.75m, which was set 
when finishing fourth in the 
Beijing Olympics in 2008. 

The Cambridge-based athlete 
also managed 65.74m in 
the third round to leave 
Olympic champion and world 
record holder Barbora 
Spotakova almost two metres 
behind in second. 

“It’s one of the best days in my 


athletics career. I am delighted,” 
said Sayers after her fine 
performance. 

“It’s going to take further for 
gold in London, but it was good 
practice in the rain. 

“I hope everyone is going to 
be doing a rain dance in 
London, because I think it 
would suit me. 

“It's my 30th birthday on 
Monday, so it’s a nice present; 
the drinks are on me. 

“It's been a long time coming 
and it’s very good timing, but 
as all athletes say, there’s 
definitely a lot more left in there 
so I just need to find how to get 
it out at the Games when 
it matters.” 

■ Claire Hallissey savoured 
success in her final run before 


the Olympic marathon. The
